HEARTLESS conmen 
tricked a 77-year-old Dudley 
man into believing they were 
water officials - and stole 
£2,000 while he was asked to 
keep an eye on a bathroom 
tap. 

Dudley police are appeal- 
ing for information that 
might help to catch the two 
men, one of whom was wear- 
ing a distinctive bowler-style 
hat and brown waistcoat. 

They struck at the man’s 
home in Jervis Close, Pen- 
snett, claiming they needed 
to check his water supply. 

One of the men ran taps in 
the kitchen and asked the 
victim to do the same in the 
bathroom. But while the pen- 
sioner was upstairs the pair 
rummaged through the 
house and stole £2,000. 

Investigating officer, De 
Tony Jones, of Dudley CID, 
said: “The men approached 
the victim’s address just after 
3pm and stated they were 
from the “water board”. 

“Unfortunately the victim 
didn’t ask for identification 
or ask any questions over 
their authenticity. All house- 
holders need to be mindful 
that water boards, or indeed 
gas or electricity boards, no 
longer exist so alarm bells 
should start ringing if any- 
one claims to be from a util- 
ity ‘board’.” 

One thief was a stocky, 
white, man in his 30s with 
short blond hair and his 
accomplice is slightly taller 
and aged about 40.”

TRANSPORT bosses are to invest £10 mi 
Hill’s bus station. New eco-friendly buses will be intro- 
duced and bus lanes and gates installed to allow the vehi- 
cles to jump traffic queues. The station itself will also be 
extended to increase capacity by 25 per cent. 


£250,000 to 
help set up 
businesses 


A £250,000 fund to support people setting 
up a business which will benefit the local 
community is set to be launched in Dudley. 
Firms can bid for a share of the Community 
Enterprise Fund money. 

It will be launched during April and will 
aim to support people looking to set up 
social enterprises. 

This support will include funding, rang- 
ing from £5,000 to £25,000, in addition to 
ongoing advice and support. 

Leader of Dudley Council, Councillor Les 
Jones said: “We are always looking at ways 
we can make the most of the powers we 
have through the Localism Act in order to 
help people realise their ambitions. 

“This innovative fund will help people get 
their community focused businesses off the 
ground and we will also offer ongoing to 
support to help make social enterprises 
work.” 

The announcement of the Community 
Enterprise Fund follows the launch of Dud- 
ley’s £1 million local business fund earlier 
this month to help give local firms easier 
access to finance. 

It will enable firms in the area to apply 
for cash to be loaned at commercial rates to 
improve access to finance. 

The fund would be administered by the 
Black Country Reinvestment Society. 

Figures show the cash could be used to 
support up to 40 businesses in the area, cre- 
ating 30 jobs. 


ion in Merry 


Half of the £10m will come from the Gov- 
ernment and the rest will be funded by 
Merry Hill owners Westfield, Centro, 
National Express West Midlands and 
Rotala. 

The project also aims to improve bus serv- 
ices going to and from the giant shopping 
complex and neighbouring Waterfront Busi- 
ness Park, where 8,000 people work. 

Brierley Hill councillor Zafar Islam said: 
“Hopefully improving services around 
Waterfront will encourage new businesses 
to move in or, encourage employers who 
have left to rethink their decision to leave. 

“This will help more people, especially the 
elderly, access Brierley Hill and the Merry 
Hill Shopping Centre. 

“Merry Hill is one of the biggest shopping 
centres in the area so it is important to 
make it as accessible as possible. There has 
been a lot of investment in other bus sta- 
tions in the borough, such as Stourbridge, 
so it is good news that Merry Hill’s will be 
improved, too.” 

Reliability 

Part of the scheme involves new bus lanes 
and bus gates in The Boulevard to improve 
journey times by five minutes. 

There will also be a new bus-only highway 
link from the A4036 to improve journey 
times by up to eight minutes at peak times 
and improve reliability of services. 

The improved bus station will have real 
time information for passengers at all 


stands, improved waiting facilities and 
lighting, better interchange and walk 
routes. 


There will be improvements to a mini- 
mum of 40 bus stops along eight strategic 
routes to the shopping centre. 

It is aimed at increasing the number of 
people travelling to the centre and business 
park by bus by 15 per cent by the end of 
2015. 

The current Merry Hill bus station 
receives the lowest customer satisfaction 
ratings in the West Midlands.

Church graves vandalised

Historic graves, some 
more than 200 years old, 
have been knocked over by 
yobs at a Black Country 
churchyard in an act of 
“mindless vandalism”.

£3.6m to 
improve 
council 
housing 


A TOTAL of £3.6 million is 
to be spent fitting more than 
500 council homes in Kates 
Hill with new windows, boil- 
ers and loft insulation. 

The work follows a similar 
project on the Priory estate. 

Work is already under way 
on two trial homes and the 
whole programme of 
improvements is expected to 
be completed in December. 
It is hoped it will cut the 
price of tenants’ energy bills. 

A total of 133 homes will 
get new windows. Wall insu- 
lation will be installed into 
331 properties, almost 150 
boilers will be replaced and 
loft insulation will be 
installed at around 200 
homes as part of the Com- 
munity Energy Saving Pro- 
gramme (CESP). 

A survey has been carried 
out on each property to 
determine the work 
required and residents have 
been contacted to inform 
them. 

Councillor Adrian Turner, 
said: “We have enjoyed suc- 
cessful CESP schemes 
across the borough over the 
last couple of years, includ- 
ing Pensnett and Priory. 

“This scheme makes a 
real difference to our ten- 
ants as not only are their 
homes more energy efficient, 
they save money on their 
heating bills as well. 

“I urge tenants to go and 
view the two pilot properties 
so that they can see the kind 
of work which will be done.”

THE parents of an autistic boy have won 
their Regal battle with Dudley Council over 
free transport to and from school. 

The council offered to pay travel costs for 
the six-year-old but only if he attended the 
nearest suitable school. 

But that stance was challenged by his 
parents in 2009 and tribunal judges ruled 
the council should provide transport to the 
school his parents feel can best meet his 
needs — about a mile further from home. 

They said the small increase in cost — 
£195-a-year for shared and £312-a-year for 
individual transport — was not unreason- 
able, given the educational advantages for 


the boy, and was not an “inefficient” use of 
council funds. 

The council challenged the ruling and 
took the case to the Civil Appeal Court in 
London. But last week its arguments were 
rejected by three senior judges. 

Lord Justice Davis said the stance taken 
by the council was open to “very serious 
objections” and the tribunal’s decision was 
right, for the right reasons. 

The judge, sitting with the Master of the 
Rolls, Lord Neuberger, and Lord Justice 
Richards added the increased transport bill 
could not, in this case, justify “overriding” 
the parents’ preference of where their son 
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Parents win autistic son's travel cost fight 


goes to school. In his ruling, the judge said 
the boy — referred to in court only as “J” — 
suffers from autism and moderate learning 
difficulties. Although “happy and affection- 
ate at home”, his behaviour can sometimes 
be challenging. 

His speech and language are seriously 
impaired and the judge added: “At pre- 
school, he found it difficult to follow an adult 
led agenda and was described as living in his 
own world”. 

The Appeal Court judges agreed with the 
“very significant advantage” of sending the 
boy to his parents’ chosen school out- 
weighed the extra transport costs. 


The court’s ruling means parents’ chosen 
school will appear on their son’s statement 
of special educational needs and Dudley 
must pay whatever it costs to get him to and 
from the school gates each day. 

Richard McManus, QC, representing the 
council, had earlier argued: “Dudley spends 
approximately £2.5 million on special educa- 
tional needs transport each year. 

“The high cost of providing transport 
explains why a right of preference as to 
placement does not confer a corresponding 
entitlement to transport to that preferred 
placement if there are nearer alternative 
schools.” 


Thief who stole £4,200 in 
Cigarettes Is sent to prison 


A MAN who raided a petrol station in Dudley 
and stole £4,200 of cigarettes is now behind 
bars after being jailed for 14 months. Adam 
Smith raided Wall Heath Service Station in 
Kingswinford in September.

He got away in a Subaru 
Impreza, which had been 
stolen from a house in 
Dudley almost two weeks 
earlier. 

Police arrested 23-year- 
old Smith, who was on 
licence, after finding traces 
of his blood at the service 


station, | Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard last 
week. 


The court heard how 
Smith, of Oak Park Road, 
Wordsley, was on licence for 
drugs possession when he 
committed the offences. 

Mr Rhydian James, prose- 
cuting, told the court Smith 
and another unknown 
person broke into the service 
station in the middle of the 
night. 

“They made off with 
£4,200 of cigarettes and 
caused £2,000 of damage to 
the shutters,” Mr James 
said. 

“CCTV inside showed 
there were two people who 
were masked. 

“A blood swab was taken 
from the scene and it 
matched the DNA of the 
defendant.” 


The £4,500 Subaru, taken 
in a burglary at a house in 
Beech Road, Dudley, on 
August 26 was recovered by 
police in Wordsley. It had 
false plates. 

In his police interview, 
Smith denied any involve- 
ment in the burglary at the 
service station, saying he 
was in bed asleep when it 
happened. . 

Cocaine 

He tested positive for 
cocaine upon his arrest. 

Mr Roy Paterson, defend- 
ing, told the court: “He has 
expressed remorse over this. 

“He blames everything on 
his lack of employment. He 
is desperate to work. He 
realises he can’t go on this 
way.” 

Smith admitted burglary 
and allowing himself to be 
carried in a stolen car. 

Recorder Michael Elsom 
told Smith: “You are no 
stranger to this court. 

“This offence was com- 
mitted while you were on 
licence.”

A WOMAN from Dudley who threatened another woman 
with violence unless she dropped charges against a friend 
has been spared further time behind bars.

But he ruled at Wolvlerhampton Crown Court that 
because it had been some time since she had last been in 
trouble she could keep her freedom. Scott, aged 33, of Lake 
Street, Lower Gornal, admitted witness intimidation and 
she was given a year’s jail term suspended for two years, 
placed on supervision for 18 months and ordered to attend 
an alcohol education and a substance abuse group.

A GROUP of Black Country mums 
have lost more than 50 stones 


after joining forces to lose weight. 

Around 30 women who attend the 
Mummy Mornings at Westfield Merry Hill 
Centre, Dudley, have each shed an average 
of more than a stone since starting the NHS 
weight loss programme nine weeks ago. 

But it has given one slimmed-down mum 
a sizeable problem — a new wardrobe of 
clothes given to her by style guru Gok Wan 
in a makeover three years ago no longer fit. 

“Twas in size 14s then but now am in size 
10,” said Mandy Moore, aged 39, of Oakfield 
Road, Wollescote, Stourbridge. 

“Since joining the Mummy Mornings 
weight loss programme I have gone down 
from 12st 6lb to 10st 8lb and I feel 100 per 
cent better. 

“But most of the clothes I was given in 


Gok Wan’s fashion fix three years ago are 
now too big, so I am having to get them tai- 
lored down.” 

Mrs Moore, mother of Erin, five, and 11- 
year-old Logan, said: “Even so, I’m glad I’ve 
lost the weight.” 

NHS Dudley’s Heath Exchange trainers 
have, since January, been attending the 
Mummy Mornings, held every Tuesday in 
the Eat Central area of Merry Hill.

Next month there will be a prize for the

olves winger Matt Jarvis 
has been making news by 
being picked for 
England’s international squad, 
though he is yet to make his debut. 

But there was a time when the 
national side was full of Wolves 
players. During the 1950s the England 
side always had a player from 
Molineux, and usually had several, on 
some occasions making up the entire 
half back line. 

A fixture in the team throughout 
that time was William Ambrose 
Wright CBE, the first man in the world 
to play for his country 100 times. In 
fact Billy Wright won 105 times, and 
captained England a record 90 times. 

He was the David Beckham of his 
day, famous throughout the world, 
married to a singer in a top girl group 
(Joy Beverley of the Beverley Sisters), 
and winning trophies with his club. 

When Wright retired, it was his 
replacement in the Wolves team who 
succeeded him in the England team. 
Bill Slater had been capped 21 times in 
the England amateur team, and wasa 
fixture as a half back alongside Billy

Wright throughout the 1950s, eventu- 
ally being capped 12 times in the full 
England side and named Footballer of 
the Year in 1960. 

On four occasions when Slater and 
Wright played together in the England 
team, the other half back was Wolves 
team-mate Eddie “Chopper” Clamp, 
and from 1955 another regular choice 
in the national half back line was Ron 
Flowers, whose international career 
was spread over 11 seasons and a total 
of 49 caps — the second highest of any 
Wolves player.

In the early 50s the England goal- 
keeper was the incomparable Bert 
Williams, who won 24 caps, and played 
in the 1950 and 1954 World Cup finals. 
Considering the attacking style of

Superb wingers Jimmy Mullen (12 
caps), Johnny Hancocks (three) and 
Norman Deeley (two) had Stanley 
Matthews and Tom Finney in their 
way, but goal-scoring machine Dennis 
Wilshaw might have expected more 
than his 12 caps. In one game Wilshaw

became the first England player to 
score four goals.

New cash puts foothall 
plans closer to kick-off 


AN AMATEUR football club is cel- p h T rch se Q S th a | ig ht 


ebrating a £50,000 cash boost 
which has taken it a step closer to 
being able to develop land for 
new pitches. 

Kewford Eagles, which has 500 young 
players, wants to create a new headquarters 
by transforming 30 acres of land near 
Dudley Kingswinford Rugby Club, Wall 
Heath. 

The club, has already raised around 
£500,000 to help pay towards the first stage 
of the works. 

And officials last week said the award of 
£50,000 from Sport England’s Olympic 
Legacy Fund was a major boost. 

The club want to create 11 football pitches 
for teams ranging from under-7s to seniors. 
It hopes work on the pitches could start by 
late summer ready for the teams to play 
their first matches from September next 
year. 

Club welfare officer, Lynn Boleyn, said 
bosses hoped the new facilities would help 
attract new members and give disabled 
players the chance to play football. 

“We are extremely pleased to receive this 
award from Sport England, which will allow 
Kewford to construct a state of the art facil- 
ity where children, including those with dis- 
abilities, can play football in a safe and 
secure environment,” she said. “This will be 
a facility the whole community can be proud 
of and a legacy for future generations.” 

Officials will have to wait for around 12 
months after the land is flattened and 
seeded before any matches can be played. 


Watery way to fitness

Church leaders needed to get per- 
mission from both Dudley Council 
and the Diocesan Advisory Commit- 
tee (DAC) for the Care of Church 


Building before going ahead with 
the work, which has cost around 
£38,000. 

The panels on the south-facing 
roof can produce up to 9.8kw of elec- 
tricity and will save church leaders 
£500 a year. 

The church will also receive cash 
for the electricity it produces and if 
the current rate stays the same, it 
will earn them around £3,300 a year.

A DERELICT former labour 
club in Brierley Hill could be 
given a new lease of life as a 
community cafe.

About £250 million has been made avail- 
able by the Government to support councils 
in providing weekly domestic waste collec- 
tions. 

The local authority plans to roll out a full 
recycling service if it secures around £2.3m 
from ministers. 

Sandwell and Wolverhampton councils 
have also signalled interest in applying for 
money. 

A new fleet of recycling collection vehicles 
will be bought with the cash by Dudley 
Council, if successful, while schools would 
receive a recycling service for collecting 
paper and cardboard. 

About 11,000 homes have already been 
part of trial kerbside collection scheme in 
Dudley since October 2010, with participa- 
tion numbers up to an average of 87 per 
cent. 

In a report to council leader Councillor 
Les Jones, officers said the public response 
in the trial areas has been “excellent”. 

He added: “A full borough roll-out would 
eventually result in increased recycling 
income and a corresponding decrease in 
waste disposal costs, which would cover 
ongoing revenue costs at the end of the 
[three-year] grant period.” 

The council is currently working on its bid 
and successful authorities will be notified in 
October.

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Pursuing the clampdown 
on scourge of metal thefts 


IN THE Commons | 
asked the Environ- 
ment Secretary to 
update the House on 
the clampdown 
against metal theft and 
asked the Welsh Sec- 
retary about lightening 
burdens on business. 

The Chancellor, George 
Osborne, delivered a radical, 
reforming Budget last week.

I was also pleased the 
Budget unashamedly backed 
business, large and small.

state pension has already 
been announced as a result of 
the Government’s triple lock, 
as well as protecting key pen- 
sioner benefits such as winter 
fuel payments, free prescrip- 
tions and eye tests, free bus 
travel and free TV licences for 
older pensioners. 

The changes to allowances 
announced in the Budget sim- 
plify a very complex area of 
the tax system and move us 
towards a simple system in 
which everyone has the same 
personal allowance. 

Nobody will pay more tax in 
2013/14 than 2012/13 as a 
result of these measures and 
there are no cash losers as a 
result of the changes.

1616. After being a shop 
assistant he became in- 
volved in mills and forges in 
the iron industry and after 
spending time in the Army 
surveyed the River Stour 
with a view to making it nav- 
igable from Stourbridge to 
Kidderminster. 

An Act of Parliament had 
been passed in 1662 to make 
the river navigable to enable 
coal and iron to be carried to 
the River Severn. In 1664 
Yarrington embarked on a 
scheme to make this possible 
from Stourbridge to Kidder- 
minster. 

Canal navigation eventu- 
ally overtook the viability of 
the river.

‘Capital’ of Black Country 


has reasons to be proud 


DUDLEY is traditionally acknowl- 
edged as the capital of the Black 
Country. 


From the medieval castle which towers 
majestically over the town to its world-famous 
imestone caves beneath its streets, it has 
plenty of reasons to be proud. 

Dudley Zoo, which this year celebrates its 
75th anniversary, attracts thousands of visitors 
every year who pour through the gates to see 
undreds of animals, including a large number 
of endangered species. 

The 40-acre site is also home to the ruined 
11th century Dudley Castle and the world’s 
largest single collection of Modernist Tecton 
structures, many are still used as animal enclo- 
sures today. 

Just a short distance away is the Black 
Country Living Museum, an open-air site 
where people are taken back in time with the 
elp of costumed guides and authentic shops, 
ouses and workshops. 


Classed 

Dudley Canal Trust runs trips through the 
caverns and tunnels beneath the town giving 
people an insight into the town’s geological, 
archaeological and engineering heritage. 

Opposite the museum site is the Castle Gate 
entertainment complex, which offers a cinema, 
bowling alley and an array of restaurants. 

Other attractions around the town include 
Dudley Museum and Art Gallery, located near 
the Dudley Council offices in St James’s Road, 
and Priory Park. 

The park is home to the ruins of the medieval 
Priory of St James’s, which is classed as an 
ancient monument. 

It is set to be given a £2.6 million revamp,

with the help of Heritage Lottery Fund 
funding, which will include an extension of the 
old pavilion to include a green classroom to 
train local people in horticultural skills. 

A bronze sculpture of Dudley tennis heroine 
Dorothy Round will also be installed. 

Dudley’s famous sons include footballer 
Duncan Edwards who was born in the town in 
1936 and considered one of the greatest foot- 
ballers of his generation. 

Sadly he died aged just 21 alongside many of 
his Manchester United team mates 15 days 
after the Munich Air Disaster in 1958. 

Today a statue honouring him stands in

Dudley’s market place. It is due to move to a 
new location to give it pride of place in the town 
centre as part of a £6 million revamp of the 
market place. 

While the Dudley is proud of its past, the 
town is always looking towards the future. 

Work is under way on a £30 million univer- 
sity-style campus for Dudley College, which 
will include a vocation centre. It is being built 
on the site of the former fire station in Tower 
Street. 

Architects have preserved the original facade 
of the building to pay homage to its history. 

It will be followed by a new sixth form and

higher education centre which is being con- 
structed in nearby Priory Road. 

Just a few miles away lies Brierley Hill, 
which is home to two bustling traditional 
markets. Families can shop to their drop at the 
Merry Hill centre. 

The Westfield-owned shopping complex has 
more than 200 stores under one roof as well as 
an extensive food court offering a range of 
dining delights. 

Visitors can also enjoy a stroll along the 
waterfront with its canal and bars by the 
Copthorne Hotel or enjoy a show at nearby 
Brierley Hill Civic Hall.

Out of the Blue ready planted mix for hanging baskets 


PATIO pots and hanging 
baskets are an essential part 
of a modern patio. 

Although we like to have some pro- 
ductive areas containing tomatoes and 
peppers, decorative flowers are the 
essential elements of patio gardening. 

Plant breeders have been working 
hard over the years to provide us with 
a wide range of container flowers and 
easier ways to ensure perfect baskets 
and patio pots. 

KinderPlanters, available from 
garden centres from April onwards, 
are pre-planted net pots that are ready 
to ‘drop’ directly into baskets and con- 
tainers. 

Simply line the container with mois- 
ture control compost and drop in the 


planted net. Fill in compost around the 
root ball, water well and watch it grow. 
It’s an ideal system if you are short of 
time or you don’t have a clue on how to 
mix colours, plant types and foliage 
textures. 

There are five collections with 
explanatory names such as Out of the 
Blue, Pretty in Pink, Firecracker, Fab- 
ulous Foliage and White Delight. Patio 
planting just got that little bit easier. 

Tomatoes are another essential part 
of patio gardening. 

This year I will be again growing a 
new cascading cherry variety Lizzano 
from Suttons in my raised bed. 

Last year I found that with the help 
of Miracle-Gro slow release plant food 
granules and a large rooting area a

similar tumbling variety produced an 
excellent crop. 

Also it’s time I grew some hot chilli 
peppers for the kitchen. A recent intro- 
duction is Apache. It’s a dwarf variety 
with a compact habit bearing a high 
yield of medium-hot red peppers. 

Coldest 

February is usually the coldest 
month of the year and this is when I 
wrap delicate patio pots such as my fig 
tree (Brown Turkey) up in an extra 
layer of fleece to protect the fruits that 
set last year. 

Keeping off the worst of the frosts 
will ensure these swell during the 
summer to provide tasty fruits.

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Nissan engine to provide power for the DeltaWing 


GETTING involved in motorsport 
is a sure-fire way of boosting the 
profile of your production car 
range - which is why all the 
premium players have a finger in 
some sort of racing or rallying 
pie. 

The trouble is, motorsport is a very 
expensive business, and blasting out fastest 
laps doesn’t really chime with the greener 
approach to motoring that most manufac- 
turers want to promote. 

This week, however, Nissan announced 
its partnership in the DeltaWing concept,

an experimental race car that will be taking 
part in the Le Mans 24 Hours this year. 

Strictly speaking, the DeltaWing won’t 
be competing - it is not eligible for outright 
honours — but instead has been awarded a 
place by the Automobile Club de |’Ouest 
(ACO), the organisers of the legendary 
race. 

It will run out of Garage 56, a spot 
reserved for experimental cars. 

Nissan’s major involvement is providing 
the motive power; its 1.6-litre direct-injec- 


tion turbocharged engine, already seen in 
the Juke road car, will power the DeltaW- 
ing. 

Tuned to 300bhp, it will still be providing 
half as much power as the front-runners, 
but crucially use half as much fuel. 

Yet the advanced delta-wing aerodynam- 
ics (seen on planes such as Concorde and 
the Vulcan) promises outright lap times 
that will be on par with the LMP2 runners. 

Paul Willcox, senior vice president, 
Nissan in Europe, says: “Nissan is a very 
innovative, forward-thinking company pre- 
pared to take a risk or two. 

“And exactly the same applies to Nissan 


DeltaWing. Our involvement in the project 
shows the boldness of Nissan from an engi- 
neering and innovation mindset.” 

The only shame is that the DeltaWing 
has to run under the banner of an experi- 
ment. It would be even more exciting if it 
were allowed to compete on level terms and 
secured an impressive finish, all the while 
using less fuel, fewer tyres and making 
fewer pit stops. That really would be an 


example of racing improving the road car. The hi-tech end of motorsport is highly expensive

Jason proves he’s too mighty for Flinn 


POWER beat skill to ensure that 
Dudley’s Jason Welborn is still the Mid- 
lands welterweight champion after a 
career-best fifth-round stoppage over 
Coventry’s James Flinn. 

After relying on the boxing skills that 
had taken him to Wales international 
honours and a national ABA senior 
semi-final, the strength of Dudley’s 
Welborn told when the going got tough 
for Flinn at Wolverhampton Civic Hall. 

Aright hand from Welborn put Flinn 
on his knees. He managed to dodge the 


ensuing onslaught before getting 
caught again with the same shot.
